The only referendum which occurs 


on the ballot next Tuesday is that 
of the so-called Midberger Act. 


This law was passed while ratifi- 


cation of the eighteenth amendment 
was pending, and provides for the 
enforcement of the amendment in 
the event of its passing.

Optimistic views of the future of 


building construction in Wisconsin 
are expressed in the quarterly prog- 
ress report ibf the bureau of plumb- 
ing and .domestic sanitary engineer 
ing, rendered to the state depart- 
ment of engineering. 


Speaking of the plumbing indus- 


try, Frank R, King, director of the 
bureau, describes conditions as to 
materials and labor (is assuming a 
more normal aspect, although* new 
construction still' is somewhat be- 
low the average for this time of 
year. The general conditions in the 
construction field, however, mark 
this year "phenomenal" in 
the 


plumbing industry, the report adds. 


"Difficulties in securing a full line 


of materials have for the past three 
years been a handicap," says the 
report, "but 
conditions now 
are 


gradually becoming . more stable. 
Costs of certain plumbing materials 
are showing appreciable declines, 
while, on the other hand, advances 
have occurred on 8 few minor items. 
The result appears, however, to 
make for a general reduction in 
costs and the tendency is favorable 
for extended activities in the plumb- 
ing industry and for the revival of 
all kinds of building, especially 
small structures."

TUB SENATE CONCURRING, That 
section 4 of article VI-;of the consti- 
tution be amended to road: (Article 
VI) 
Section 4. 
Sheriffs, 
coroners, 


registers of deeds, district attorneys, 
and all other county officers, except 
judicial officers, shall be chosen by the 
electors of the respective counties once 
in every two years. Sheriffs shall hold 
no other office and MAY SUCCEED 
THEMSELVES; they may be required 
by law to renew -their security from 
time to time, and' in default of jiving 
such new security their olQce shall be 
deemed vacant, but the county shall 
never be made responsible for tho acts 
of the sheriff. The governor may re- 
movo any officer in this section men- 
tioned, giving to such a copy of the 
charges 
against

CHICAGO—President Ban John- 


sor. of the American League and thxs 
five club owners which have sided 
with him In all league fights will 
hold a conference here today which 
may decide whether there will be a 
baseball war over the proposed or- 
ganization of the national game. 


Officially the conference is a meet- 


ing of the league's board of direc- 
tors, but unofficially the clubs which 
Johnson terms the "loyal five" will 
be present, while the three which 
have opposed 
the 
junior . circuit 


president in his administration of 
league affairs have not been invited. 


Meeting with Johnson will be rep- 


resentatives of tl\e Philadelphia, 
Washington, Cleveland, Detroit and 
St. Louis clubs. They will take up 
th<« proposal made by the eight Na- 
tional League clubs and the Chica- 
BC New York and Boston American 
Li'sg-ae clubs that the national com- 
mission be abolished and control of 
baseball placed in the hands of a 
"civilian 
tribunal" of three 
men 


financially 
disinterested 
in the 


game. 


Two Courses Open 


Baseball men point out that there 


are two courses which the magnates 
may take today. One is to agree to 
meet with the other eleven major 
league clubs at the session called for 
November S to act on the proposed 
reorganization and thus at 
least 


temporarily avert a dash. The other 
is to refuse to take part in the pro- 
posals for a change in professional 
baseball management. This action, 
it is believed, would revolt in a base- 
ball war. 


While President Johnson 
would 


make no statement, his friends ex- 
pressed the opinion that the club 
owners would agree to take part in 
the November 8 conference. If this 
is done it is believed Johnson and 
his followers will present a counter 
proposition for reorganization which 
will contain the principles of 
the 


Lasker plan, favored by the 
other 


eleven magnates, but with several 
changes in the administration of the 
plan. 


Such action, it is believed, 'would 


avert a baseball war, unless it was 
found impossible to reach an agree- 
ment at the final conference in No- 
vember. 


Peace Is Expected 
/ 


Such action, it is believed, might 


result in court action. Friends of 
President Johnson point out that the 
''twenty-year 
contract" signed by 


tho American League clubs in 1910 
and 
effective until 1923 provided 


that the clubs must all stick togeth- 
er, and for any club to join a new 
league would be in violation of this 
contract. It is also pointed out that 
a club can be expelled from 
the 


league by a three-fourths vote. Pres- 
ident Johnson holds that this rule 
means three-fourths of those pres- 
ent at a meeting, and that conse- 
quently he and his five clubs could 
expel the other clubs at the meeting 
today if they so desired. 


The sentiment last night, however 


seemed' to be that 
all would be 


peaceful today.
